Greek-Turkish Aid Bill 


Stands First 


House Test 


WASHINGTON, May 6—4)—The $400,000,000 Greek-Turkish aid 


program got over its first hump in the House Tuesday, even, some of | 


its foes voting to send it to the floor for debate. 


A standing vote of 168 to 22 
accepted a procedure calling for 
nine hours of debate and unlim- 
ited attempts at amendments. This 
was no test of the bill's ultimate 
fate, but if it had been the other 
way around the effect would have 
been to bar the bill from imme- 
ciate consideration. 


In a letter, Secretary of State 
Marshall advised the House that 
the “greatest urgency” for aiding 
Greece and Turkey had been 
made “even more positive” by the 
recent Moscow-conference of for- 
eign ministers. 

His opinion was read to the 
House by Chm. Eaton, Republi- 
can, New Jersey, of the Foreign 
Affairs Committee, as debate 
opened turbulently on the bill to 
bulwark the two Southeastern 
European countries against Com- 
munism. ~* 

Eaton himself referred to the 
bill as the most important piece 
of legislation to reach the floor in 
100 years. He called on his col- 
leagues to accept resolutely the 
“great risks” of protecting Greece 
and Turkey from Red totalitarian- 
ism. 

Marshall wrote that the bill 
“would enable the United States, 
in this crisis, to support the Unit- 
ed Nations by pursuing a positive 
policy in behalf of Greece and 
Turkey. I am convinced that it 
will be in our own interest and in 
the interest of world peace.” 


He told the House that he had 
helped formulate the program be- 
fore leaving for Moscow, that he 
approved of amendments inserted 
by the Senate, that he and Under- 
secretary of State Acheson “were 
in constant touch” during his ab- 
sence and all moves were “fully 
co-ordinated.” 

Foes of the bill early served 
notice of their strategy—based 
primarily upon an attempt to sub- 
stitute a resolution to send the 
Greek-Turkish issue to the United 
Nations.

Russell ran for Governor, Camp 
played a major role in Russell’s 
election. 

Camp was named Chairman of 
the State Democratic Executive 
Committee at the convention 
which nominated Russell for Gov- 
ernor and, in 1932, Russell ap- 
pointed him Attorney General to 
succeed George Napier, who died 
in office. 

When Russell went to the Sen- 
ate, he recommended Camp for 
in 1934, 
President Roosevelt made the ap- 
pointment. 

One of the original Roosevelt 
supporters in Georgia, Camp was

every county in Georgia. 


In 1938, Camp entered the race 


against Sen. George for the Sen-. 


ate, along with Eugene Talmadge 
and William G. McRae. On Aug. 
10, in a speech at Barnesville, 
President Roosevelt urged the peo- 
ple of Georgia to defeat Sen. 
George for re-election and to elect 
Camp in his place. 


It was said Camp was reluctant 


™ to enter the race against Sen. 


George, having made no decision 
up to the day entries were to 
close. President Roosevelt report- 
edly called him over the phone 
just before the tlosing hour and 
demanded he enter the _ race. 
Thereupon, Camp went to the 
Capitol and qualified against 
George. 

The primary was held Sept.° 14, 
1938, and the vote was: 

Sen. George 141,235 votes, 86 
counties and 242 unit votes; Camp, 
76,778 votes, 8 counties, 20 unit 
votes; Eugene Talmadge, 103,075 
votes, 65 counties, 148 unit votes. 

This was the first of a series 
of attempted “purges” of senators 
by Roosevelt during 1938. 

During the campaign that fol- 
lowed, Camp charged that George 
was anti-New Deal, and pledged 


his support to the Roosevelt ad- 


ministration. 

Following his defeat, Camp re- 
turned to his position as United 
States District Attorney. 

In 1939, he was mentioned as a 
possible successor to Unifed States 
who

THAT'S WHEN GERMANY QUIT WAR 


By INTERNATIONAL NEWS SERVICE 
Germany surrendered unconditionally two years ago today 
and Germans and the victors still are digging bodies from the 
ruins of Berlin while Allied statesmen quarrel over available 


spoils and Germany’s future. 


The Nazi capitulation actually occurred at 2:41 a. m. French 
time May 7, 1945 (8:41 p. m. EWT May 6) in the red school- 
house at Reims, France, which was Gen. Eisenhower's head- 


quarters. 


Officially the surrender was ratified in Berlin the next day, 
May 8. Cease-fire orders were set for 12:01 a. m., May 9. 

Since V-E Day scores of German criminals have been tried, 
convicted, executed and their ashes scattered. Top Nazis still 
are on trial, but both Russia and the Western Allies have criti- 
cized bitterly each other’s denazification policies. 

The American Military Government under Gen. Clay is far

City Council moved at its latest meet- 
ing to extend an official invitation to resi- 
dents of Buckhead and Cascade Heights 
to come into the city. 

It did so with a number of commit- 
ments calculated to meet the objections 
of all but professional anti-annexationists. 

In its resolution Council promised: 

- 1. Existing tax assessments in annexed 
areas will continue in effect for at least 
the next five years. 

2. Adequate fire and police protection 
will be furnished. 

3. Street lighting, water system and 
garbage collection facilities will be im- 
proved. 

4. Educational advantages on a par 
with those elsewhere in the city will be 
provided. 

Thus adequately has Council answered 
those who have been demanding: “What 
benefit will we get if city limits are ex- 
tended?” 


Discriminating Against 


We do not have any interest in the At- 
lanta taxicab muddle except a desire for 
fair play. 

It looks to us as if the Veterans’ Cab 
Company is a victim of discrimination, at- 
tributable only to politics. We can under- 
stand the aroused emotions of Legion posts.

It 
is rather that Atlanta, if it is to continue to 
grow and prosper, must have the benefit 
of the citizenship of the thousands who, 
while they make their living in her busi- 
ness area, dwell on the suburban fringe. 

Still, considerable benefits will accrue 
to residents of annexed areas and Coun- 
cil has acted wisely in stating officially 
that those advantages will. be provided 
without delay.

Common-Sense Law dnd Order 


Savannah is still in Georgia. 


We looked on the map to see. We also 
had our representatives make a further 
check. The buildings still stand, the river 
flows on to the sea, and Bull Street re- 
mains serene and beautiful. 

We expected nothing else. 

Some time ago we suggested that while 
we were making no campaign on the issue, 
nevertheless common sense and common 
sense alone dictated that Atlanta might 
well follow such Southern cities as Rich- 
mond, Charleston, Tampa, Jacksonville 
and Miami and appoint Negro policemen 
to work in Negro sections. 

Results in other cities have been good. 
Crime has been curtailed and the response 
of Negroes to being policed by members 
of their own race was excellent. 

During the war Negro Auxiliary Po- 
licemen patrolled designated areas in Ma- 
con and did a job which won them the re- 
spect of their white. colleagues. 

Now comes Savannah, steeped in the 
traditions of the Old South. : 

Savannah Mayor John G. Kennedy has 
sworn in 12 Negro officers for the purpose 
of cleaning up gambling and vice in 
strictly Negro areas. 

Reporting the development, the Savan- 
nah Morning News declares: 


“These men will operate only in their 
allotted territory in .all-colored sections, 
the Mayor said. They will report to a 
white police officer in a substation in those 
areas, and will attend Police Court in 
plain clothes, it was officially announced. 
The appointment of these officers has be- 
come necessary, Mayor Kennedy pointed 
out, ‘because the inroads on the moral fiber 
and finances of many Negroes have reached 
an alarming stage and it is up to the city 
to help them help themselves in perma- 
nently ridding their race of the evils of 
gambling, liquor violations and Commu- 
nistic influences to which they are being 
made subject.’ 

“*These men have been selected with 
great care as to character, uprightness and 
good citizenship,’ Mayor Kennedy stated. 
‘In addition to ridding their sections of 
these gambling devices they can also per- 
form a social service among their race that 
no white agency could reasonably hope 
to do.’” ‘ 

We ask again, what is the answer of 
common sense to Mayor Kennedy’s sensible 
decision? The answer is that it is not at 
all a racial problem, but one of law and 
order. Negro police in Negro districts are 
a common-sense remedy. The Mayor is 
right and we trust other cities also will 
discover that fact, including Atlanta.

For a second time I 
crossed illegally, at the same corner, The same cop stopped me again. 
This time he wasn’t quite so polite. I apologized and went my way. 

Later in the day I crossed at that corner again. And, pleading 
only absentmindedness, violated the rule for the third time. It took 
some humble apologizing to appease that same cop, all over again. 
He let me go, but with the admonition that one more such mistake 
on my part would send me to durance vile 

Fortunately, that third trip was en route to the station where I

caught my train for Atlanta. 


Then Atlanta adopted a similar ordinance. 
An Atlanta Slogan It became a misdemeanor in this city to 
cross the street in midblock, except at properly designated crossings. 
It became an offense to cut across a corner, as I had done in 
Birmingham. 

Such a rule takes some getting used to, and most of us forgot 
it quite regularly for a while. Now, however, I believe most At- 
lantans have formed the anti-jay-walking habit. Those of the 
minority who vielate the rule run a risk that is quite serious, Four 
jay walkers have been killed on our streets since Jan. 1. 

You see motorists expect Atlantans not to jay walk and the reck- 
less pedestrian who steps out, without warning, in the middle of 
the block, is apt to step into traffic moving to fast to dodge him—or 
her. 

There was a traffic officer, years ago, stationed at the corner 
of Forsyth and Luckie Streets. He had a pleasant and impressive 
slogan he used to repeat to pedestrians he caught bisecting that 
corner illegally. 

“Son,” he reproved me several times, “please touch all the bases 
as you go around.” 

The offender remembered that remark, with a smile. It was 
more effective in teaching obedience to the anti-jay-walking rule at 
corners than anything else. For, each time you’d come to a corner, 
you'd remember it and would, conscientiously, “touch all the bases” 


as you walked around the intersection. : 
Now, in an effort to prevent any more

out the error of your walking ways, explains the ordinance and the 
reasons therefor and asks your co-operation, by obeying the law, 
in making the streets safer for both pedestrians and motorists. 

So far, Chief Jenkins admits, it is an experiment. If it works 
it will contribute a lot to local safety. If it doesn’t— 

Well, much, to his regret, the Chief will have to instruct his 
officers to begin making real cases against persistent offenders.

The Press Looks 
At Macon Convention 


First reaction among the newspapers of the 

State to the State Democratic Convention called 

by Acting Gov. Thompson is that the convention 

was a success, and Thompson’s group will be recognized as the 
“official” Democratic party. Some papers denounce the conven- 
tion as a “bolting” move by Thompson, however. And some others 
look with distaste on both the Talmadge and Thompson leadership. 
There is a general tone in all the papers that confusion will reign 
in Georgia politics in 1948. 3. 

Two Calhoun editors who served as delegates to different Demo- 
cratic conventions take different views of the recent convention. 
Roy McGinty, of the Calhoun Times, predicts that the new com- 
mittee will be recegnized by the National Democratic Committee 
as the legal party organizatian in Georgia, “and this will be a tre 
mendous handicap for the Talmadge group to overcome.” Harry 
Wise, of the Gordon County News, admits he wrotein Herman 
Talmadge’s name, “so that if Gene Tamadge died, the Democratic 
party ticket could be carried forward.” He said if he and the 
other 674 bolted, “we will bolt again on sufficient grounds—and I 
feel I speak for all who have been termed bolters by the master 
bolter of them all—M. E. Thompson.” 

Some papers note that Thompson is gaining strength. The 
Thomaston Times says the convention was a surprising success even 
to Thompson leaders. “Gov. Thompson, like President Truman, 
has made good since he was inducted into office legally, and doubt- 
less he will grow in political stature as time goes by,” the Times 
says. The Valdosta Times remarks that “sentiment seems to be 
growing for Thompson and the Macon meeting probably will help 
along this attitude.” The Gainesville News. and the Columbus 
Ledger foresee national recognition for the Thompson group. The 
News says this will place anti-Thompsonites at a decided disad- 
vantage. The Ledger says it is high time all bandwagon riders 
climb aboard. The Macon News says critics who predicted 40 or 
50 delegates for the convention had a rude awakening when the 
Municipal Auditorium was packed to the rafters. The Brunswick 
News contends the Macon convention showed that Thompson will 
be ready for a political scrap next year. 


Former State Adj. Gen. Marvin Griffin, in his 
Back Herman Bainbridge Post-Searchlight, commends the De 
catur County Democratic Committee for refusing to send delegates 
to this “rump” convention. He challenges the Thompsonites to try 
to purge this county's committee. The Banks County Journal warns 
if Herman is prevented from running by those Talmadge haters 
who realize he could be elected, he can select a friend to be a 
candidate and the people would elect this friend. The Abbeville 
Chronicle gays ‘“‘Thompson’'s threat to steal the Democratic Party 
and push Herman Talmadge out” reminds the editor that some 
half-witted upstart always was trying to read Gene Talmadge cout 
of the party, but Gene headed the party when he died.

a Now that my two-year fight against the comic 
tied “<3 book has ended, I will take up the cudgels against 
SABIE hse the radio.

Tired Business 
Women Should 
Learn To Relax

We wouldn’t know about the 
tired business man, but on the av- 
erage the tired business woman 
doesn’t play enough, and doesn’t 
know how to relax after the day’s 
work is done. Maybe that’s be- 
cause a woman has to work twice 
as hard to get 50 percent of the 
credit. Well, that makes relaxing 
twice as important... It’s wasted 
energy to keep the human engine 
in high gear when it should be 
idling. 

If you’re the go-getter type and 
geared for action, it takes practice 
to learn to relax. But the experts 
agree you can learn to relax just 
as you can learn to typewrite or 
play the piano. Of course the 
more tense you are, the more prac- 
tice it takes. But it gets progres- 
sively easier for the simple reason 
that relaxing helps you to avoid 
building tension during working 
hours, which makes it easier to 
relax. 

The technique favored by the 
experts is to relax separate muscle 
groups. Now you may think it’s 
not your muscles that need relax- 
ig, it’s nerves; but relaxed muscles 
relax the nerves. 

To ease into the relaxing, lie on 
a blanket on floor, or on the bed 
and close your eyes. Raise one 
arm off the bed, hold a split sec- 
ond, then let that arm drop down

When you first start to practice 
relaxing, it may seem like a waste 
of time and effort, but before long 
the most delicious feeling of re- 
laxation begins to steal over you. 
The above is enough for a begin- 
ning... but lie there for 20 min- 
utes, just letting go with your mind 
and your muscles, It’s an excel- 
lent routine to practice before go- 
ing to sleep at night .. . beats 
counting sheep.
